Certain m em bers of 
the Ie ,i.-1 alure do not object so seri­ 
ously to gibing the old folks practic­ 
ally what they want, (for it is a la­ 
mentable fact that they do not ob­ 
ject to paying out scads 
o f 
public 
m oney), but they do seriously object 
to liltin g 
tho governor have 
what 
IN-, wants. 
This is the background 
to the long expensive legislative but­ 
e o here a! Austin. 
It is not m y in­ 
tention to assert who is l ight nor e x ­ 
press an opinion as to who will ev en ­ 
tually win. 
But the question of po­ 
litical advantage is “ The nigger in 
the woodpile”. 
The first move was up to the gov­ 
ernor which he 
promptly made

This

of aggressor. 
Legislators not friend­

tion, figured they had better carry

voters, 
Jo it mattered not what he 
said lit was alw ays wrong. 
Or if he 
did not say anything he was equally 
wrong. 
Rem em ber <hey repeatedly 
tried to get 
him 
before 
d ifferen t 
com m ittees, but failed. 
He said he 
did not wish to directly participate 
in the business o f 
the 
I- gislature. 
This attitude was criticised severely. 
Then when he discussed 
legislative 
m atters over the 
radio 
there 
was 
m ole i i i tic i m . 
It was the old story, 
“ I do not like you Lh-. Fell”. 
The legislature may yet pass some 
legislation the governor will approve. 
B ut it i - a sa ie bet 
they will 
not 
pa-.- any legislation 
which can 
be 
construed as a political triumph for 
the governor. 
Hence, nothing is go­ 
ing to be - et tied. 
Old age assistance 
and the pet tonality o f the governor 
will be the issues again in the next 
election— or so it seem s now. 
The 
legislature’s hard job is to do som e­ 
thing reasonably satisfactory to the 
public but politically 
dam aging 
to 
the governor. 
This is not an easy' 
task because every w ay they turn to 
get m oney they meet opposition. Xo 
person 01 concern wants to be taxed. 
Yet, we have voted obligations w’hich 
will require lot- of m oney if they 
ate fulfilled.
